Falls to Uphold Marshal Who Asked 
His Resignation; Reappointment 
of City Nurse Asked. 


The outstanding feature ol‘ Monday 
night’s meeting of the city trustees 
was a discussion over whether the 
j city marshal had a right to discharge 
a deputy marshal appointed by the 
trustees. Recently City Marshal C. C. 
Conrad asked B. II. Truax for his 
resignation as deputy marshal without 
giving a reason for such demand. 
Truax received his appointment sev¬ 
eral years ago at the request of resi¬ 
dents of Peck's Lots, who wished police 
protection in that part of town. This 
appointment was made before Conrad 
became marshal. Conrad declined to 
state at the meeting what his reason 
had been in asking Truax’s resigna¬ 
tion, merely saying “Things have 
come to me that have been said 
around town,” and also that “There 
are too many stars around, anyhow,” 
and that arrests had been made tliat 
had not been reported to him. After 
making it clear that they considered 
the two officers of the law should 
bury all ill feeling and try to pull 
together for the benefit of the town 
and the police department, the board 
took action reinstating Mr. Truax as 
deputy marshal or rather refusing to . 
consider that he had resigned. 

The board met at 7:30, sitting first 
as a board of equalization to hear 
protests on city assessments. Only 
one protest was presented, that of 1 
Joseph Reichel, owner of the Golden 
Eagle Hotel. Mr. Reichel stated he ! 
considered his assessment higher than 
that of other hotels. The board took 
the protest under advisement, agree- : 


The county superviors held a regu¬ 
lar meeting at the courthouse at Red¬ 
wood City Monday with all members 
of the board present except Supervisor 
Joseph Francis. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the meeting was the report of Super¬ 
visor Thomas L. Hickey on the reason 
why the tablet planned for the cor¬ 
ridor of the courthouse to perpetuate 
the names of the service men of the 
county who died in the late war had 
never be obtained. Mr. Hickey asked 
that a letter received by County Pur¬ 
chasing Agent Werder from William 
Bodirsky, secretary of Redwood City 
Post, No. 105, American Legion, be 
read, which explained the reasons why 
the above idea had not as yet been car¬ 
ried out. 

The letter showed that great diffi¬ 
culty had been experienced by the war 
department in securing accurate data 
and statistics covering the location of 
the homes of the boys who had fallen 
and the causes of their deaths. In 
view of this fact, the letter stated 
that the American Legion had gone 
on record as being opposed to any 
permanent monuments being erected 
until the complete records had been 
secured.

AMERICANS ABROAD 
IN RED CROSS WORK 

United States Citizens Far Away 
Enthusiastic Members of the 
“Fourteenth” Division. 


Among the most enthusiastic and 
energetic members of the American 
Red Cross are those citizens of the 
United States who live outside the 
continental boundaries of their country 
—sons and daughters of the Stars and 
Stripes residing at the far corners of 
the earth. 

These people compose the Insular 
and Foreign Division of the parent or 
ganlzation, generally known hs the 
“Fourteenth” Division, which has 
jurisdiction of nil territory outside 
the country proper; that is, Alaska. 
Porto Rico, Hawaii, Virgin Islands, the 
Philippines, Guam, and even the is 
land of Yap, which came under our 
flag as a result of the world war. Foi 
the year 1920 this division reported ) 
30,808 paid up members. 

The main object of this division Is 
to give our citizens everywhere the op¬ 
portunity to participate In the work 
of the organization which stands for 
the best national Ideals. Americans 
in fur places Intensely loyal and pa¬ 
triotic, treasure their membership in 
the Red Cross as the outward ex¬ 
pression of theft citizenship. It Is an¬ 
other tie to the homeland and to 
each other. There are chapters of 
this division In Argentina, Bolivia, 
Brazil, Canal zone, Chile, China, Costa 
Rica, Cuba, Dominican Republic, 
Ecuador, England, France, Guam, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Hawaii, Honduras, 
Japan, Manchuria, Netherlands, Nica¬ 
ragua, Paraguay, Peru, Philippines, 
Porto Rico, Siberia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Syria, Turkey, Uruguay, 
Venezuela and Virgin Islands. 

During the war these scattered 
members of the Red Cross contrib¬ 
uted millions in money, and millions 
of dollars’ worth of necessary articles 
for the men in service, and sent many 
doctors and nurses to France. At the 
same time they carried on an excel¬ 
lent Home Service in their respective 
communities for the families of those 
who had gone to war, and in some re¬ 
gions gave large sums of money and 
immeasurable personal service to the 
relief of disaster and disense victims. 

The division Is now establishing 
service clubs In foreign ports for the 
benefit of sailors In the American Mer¬ 
chant Marine, making plans to aid 
Americans in troubfe In foreign lands 
and completing arrangements for giv¬ 
ing immediate adequate relief in ease 
of disaster. 

It is the Fourteenth Division’s part 
in the great Peace Time program of 
the American Red Cross. 

RED CROSS ASSISTS 
DISABLED VETERANS 

The American Rod Cross Is carrying 
on a wide program of service for the 
disabled World War,veterans receiving 
treatment in United States Public ! 
Health hospitals, and those being train¬ 
ed through agencies of the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education. 

In each of the Public Health Service 
hospitals Red Cross workers devote 
iheir time to the general welfare of 
the service men from the day they 
enter the receiving ward until they 1 
ue discharged. After the soldier’s dis¬ 
charge the Red Cross continues Its 
friendly service through the Home 
Service Section in his own community. 

The Red Cross maintains a convales¬ 
cent house at all of the hospitals, 
where patients enn amuse themselves 
after they are well enough to be up 
and around. Parties and picture shows 
in the wards are also furnished, with 
occasional excursions when convales¬ 
cence comes. 

Great service has been rendered by 
the Red Cross in mental cases In Iden¬ 
tifying those who have appeared In 
state hospitals for the Insane, and help- j 
1 rig them secure compensation due from 
the Bureau of War Plsk Insurance. 

In the Federal Board’s various dis¬ 
trict offices the Red Cross worker, act- ; 
Inc with the Home Service Section, 
makes necessary loans to the men. ar¬ 
ranges suitable living conditions, helps j 
collect evidence and supply facts to the 
Board, assists In "appealing cases” and 
settles various personal difficulties for 
the men. The workers also follow up 
and aid all men who discontinue train¬ 
ing. 

The Red Cross agents find men “lost” 
to the Board, help clear up delayed 
cases and aid the college counselors In 
their friendly work with the men. 
Many Red Cross chapters have set up 
recreation facilities, and In some In¬ 
stances living clubs, so these victims 
of wnr may have attractive surround¬ 
ings and the fun which must go with 
effective school work. 

To the American Red Cross Institute 
for the Blind near Baltimore, Md., 
more than half of all the Americans 
blinded in the World War have^ome 
for training. The Institute, through 
the Red Cross, long ago conducted an 
exhaustive Industrial survey to deter¬ 
mine the vocations for which blind 
men eould be fitted % As a result it is 
putting forth well trained men equip¬ 
ped to meet the social, civic and poo- 
1 nnmlc requirements of their respective 
; communities.

ORDER ISSUED TO FORCE 

POWER CONSERVATION 

The use of electric energy for power 
purposes, except domestic use and use 
in connection with growing crops and 
handling of perishable foods, shall be 
reduced 2(1 per cent. 

This is the first paragraph of a 
drastic order issued by Power Admin¬ 
istrator II G. Butler Thursday, fol¬ 
lowing a conference with representa¬ 
tives of power companies at which 
was discussed at length the serious 
power situation in northern and 
central California resulting from the 
scanty rainfall of last winter. The 
acuteness of the situation and the need 
for drastic action was recognized by 
j the utility representatives, all of 
| whom gave it as their opinion that 
) serious consequences would follow 
failure to meet the situation immedi¬ 
ately.

GRAVIES AM) SAUCES GOOD 

FOR SERVING WITH MUTTON 


A well-made gravy or sauce adds 
much to the palatability of a meat 
dish. The following recipes are 
recommended by the home economics 
specialists of the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture as suitable 
for use with mutton: 

Currant-jelly gravy.—A gravy flav¬ 
ored and made acid with currant jelly 
is often served with roast mutton. To 
each cup of brown gravy made from 
the fat of roast mutton add a glass or 
less of currant jelly. 

Drown gravy for roast mutton. —In 
making gravy for roast mutton allow 
two level tablespoons of fat for each 
cup of gravy desired, pouring off any 
fat in excess of this amount. To the 
fat add three tablespoons of flour and 
cook thoroughly, browning it, but be¬ 
ing careful not to burn it. Add boil¬ 
ing water or broth and boil for a short 
time, stirring constantly. Add salt 
and pepper. The proportions are two 
tablespoons of fat, three tablespoons 
of flour, and one cup of water or 
stock. If the flour is not browned, 
only two level tablespoons are needed 
for each cup. 

Mint Sauce 

14 cup finely chopped mint leaves. 

1 tablespoon powdered sugar. 

Vz cup vinegar. 
l /i teaspoon salt. 

Combine the ingredients and let the 
mixture stand in a warm place until 
tiie flavor of the mint has penetrated 
the liquid. 

Mint sauce, which is so generally 
relished with roast mutton and roast 
lamb, may be made from either fresh 
or dried spearmint.

In these events of horror 850 per 
sons were killed, 1,500 were Injured, 
13,000 were made homeless, about 30,- | 
000 families needed help, the property 
loss was nenrly $100,000,000 and at 
most $1,000,000 In relief funds, not In 
eluding emergency supplies was ex- j 
pended. 

To the sufferers from all disasters 
during the year, the American Red 
Cross sent $120,000 worth of sup 
piles, 110 Red Cross nurses and seven 
special relief trains. To meet the j 
needs of the stricken, the organization 
set up ten relief stations, operated 
thirty food canteens and as many - 
emergency hospitals. One hundred 1 
and twenty-five Red Cross chapters 
gave disaster relief service. 

If disaster ever strikes this town or 
county, flip citizens can be absolutely , 
sure the Red Cross will be right on [ 
hand to help them In every way.

To the Press of California—Gentle¬ 
men: A lightning storm on August 
4th started more than 230 forest fires 
on the national forests within some 
eleven counties of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

With the excellent co-operation 
rendered by local residents—ranch¬ 
ers, miners, county and town authori¬ 
ties, etc.—all but six of them had, up 
| to August 16th, been brought under 
! control. 

Those six, three of which are in the 
Hat Creek district of the Lassen na¬ 
tional forest, two in the Modoc and 
one in the Trinity forest, are still be¬ 
yond control and are estimated to 
have covered, to date, more than 
25,000 acres. 

Reports from the north state that 
the atmosphere is so laden with 
smoke that neither our regular look¬ 
outs (stationed on the higher moun¬ 
tain peaks) or the air patrol are able 
to discover new fires until they as¬ 
sume alarming proportions. 

The deer season throughout most of 
Northern California has just opened. 
That has always meant in the past a 
j decided increase in the number of 
man-caused (though careless) fires. 

Co-operation has been asked of and 
granted by the railroads and their 
employees, lumber and power com¬ 
panies, drivers of common carrier 
stage lines, and others. Measures are 
being taken throughout the state to 
inauro every possible precaution 
against new fires. 

May I ask your co-operation for the 
same purpose? If you can review 
present conditions, warn your public 
of the critical situation that now con¬ 
fronts, and urge care with fire—care 
particularly with lighted cigars, 
cigarettes and matches and with 
campfires, you will have done what 1 
; conceive to be a real public service.
